Area in Daylight 

Saving Move 

Antioch merchants, aclioola and 
churches will offlclally go on day- 
light saving tlmo Sunday morning at 
two o'clock along with Chicago and 
vlllagea through the north shore 
area, In lino with the ordlnanco 
paaaed by tho Board of Trustees at 
a meeting lost week. 

Although the straw ballot voted on 
at tho general election, April 18, gave 
tho time for tlio change as the first 
Sunday in May. (May 7), the ordl- 
nanco passed by tho trustees, reads 
April 30, conforming with other vil- 
lages and Chicago In the change. 

A number of advantages wIU re- 
sult to various groups in the com- 
munity through tho change. Several 
merchants have favored it because 
dcllvorica from tho wholesale houses 
run on tho day light time schedule. 

Tho schools have favored tho ac- 
tion because as a result there will be 
more ofter-achool hours of daylight 
for playing baaeball. Homes In which 
both times havo been kept In the 
past are welcoming a uniformity In 
time for schools, buslneaa. and other 
actlvltioa. Train schedules as usual 
will remain on standard time. 

While the measure has met favor 
from many sources, it is understood 
that a number of merchants will re- 
main on standard time, giving as 
their rcaaon the fact that the day- 
j schedule is inconvenient for tho 
light schedule is Inconvenient for tho| 
farmer.

He pre- 
sented a problem in values— Is it life or wealth which 
has the highest price? 

The years since the World War, as Dr. Bradley 
pointed out, have been disillusioning, and Wilson's 
phrase. "' A war to make the World safe for Democ- 
racy" has long since ceased to be idealized. But as a 
people, it is doubtful that we have thoroughly learned 
the lesson that glory lies In peace and not in strife. 

We need more men like Dr. Bradley to spread the 
doctrine of the "Magnificent Gesture" if America is to 
remain sane.

One reason for halting payments in gold to other 
nations and thereby depreciating the American dollar 
in terms of their money is that it gives this country, 
through Mr. Roosevelt, an advantage in talking about 
trade restoration. Wc find an English writer, ^city cdi- 
tor of the London Daily Mail, explaining to his readers 
on March 7 what the situation was: 

"The dollar value of the pound has of late 
been in the neighborhood of $5.40. This 
compares with the old gold standard value of 
S4.86. The present rate is believed to repre- 
sent the justified ratio between the pound and 
the dollar. At this depreciated level, our in- 
dustries arc enabled to obtain a reasonable 
share of the world markets, as our internal 
workine costs compare equitably with those 
of other currencies on tins basis. 
In other words. Great Britain was reaping an ad- 
vantage from the depreciated pound. „ . .

.W. C Petty took part, brought out: 

AQ but four townships had made 
tiicir regular annual levy which in- 
clodcd for relief purposes; 

That the board of supervisors would 
have full control of 'expending the 
funds; and 

That the high schools would not re- 
ceive any portion of the income. 

On motion of Supervisor Sutkus, the 
matter was deferred until the June 
meeting, by which time the legality of 
the legislative act will have been de- 
cided by the Supreme Court* 

In order that the sales tax be not 
used in its entirety for school purposes, 
it will require a two-thirds vote of the 
supervisors to divert any or what 
amount to relief work. No objection 
to the 75 percent and 25 percent divi- 
sion was voiced, and that seems the 
4^ disposition to be made. 
> Lake County must stand its propdr- 
- tlonate amount of the state administra- 
tion costs in handling the sales tax col- 
lection and disbursement, this amount 
to be deducte'd from the gross sales tax 
collected in the county. 



Need of Immediate action on tho 
part of the health department of Chi- 
cago In speeding sanitary Inspection 
of farms In Illinois close In to that 
city In' order that all of these milk 
producers may profit In tho event of 
a milk strike on tho part of farmers 
In Wisconsin, Iowa and other nearby 
states which nro serving Chicago, 
was cited In the following editorial 
appearing In the Chicago Tribune: 

"Tlie coi^nuanco of throats of a 
strike by dairy farmers In Wisconsin 
and other states, brdering on Illinois 
calls attenlion'agaln to the advisabil- 
ity of speeding the sanitary Inspec- 
tion of closo-ln farms In Illinois. Tho 
threat of a strike la directed largely, 
though not exclusively, at the Chica- 
go market, which, for one reason or 
another, has been supplied in consid- 
erable part from farms outside tho 
100 mile zone. 

"Hauling milk a long way to market 
Is exponslvo and consumes time, dur- 
ing which tho quality Is In some dan- 
ger of deterioration. Inspection of 
farms at a great distance from Chica- 
go means an unnecessary cost to the ; 
health department of tho' city and 
makes for less careful examinations. 
Thore Is also some economic advan- 
tage to Chicago If aa much as possi- 
ble of Its purchases are made within 
the city's own trading area, 

"Tho citizens of neighboring states, 
and notably Wisconsin, have made no 
protest against their governments' at- 
tacks' upon Chicago's welfare in tho 
lake levies controversy. That wsa an 
Indication that small volue was 
placed upon tho consuming market 
for dairy products In the metropoli- 
tan region. A successful Illinois wa-. 
terway means a prosperous Chicago 
and an expanding market for milk 
and other dairy products; on the con- 
trary, the shutting off of the flow 
through the Chicago river may mean 
epidemics In the metropolitan area, 
a declining population and declining 
purchases from dairy farmers."

Put layers together 
with fresh fruit and whipped cream.

SAVING 
IN CALF FEEDING 



Dairymen can save a great deal of 
labornnd eliminate a niesHy, dlaagrcf- 
able chore by using up-tn-the-mtnute 
methods of cnlf feeding, atutcs a spe- 
cial circular Just released by the Re- 
search Staff of Purina Mills Biperi- 
ment Farm, Besides aavlng time nnd 
trouble, better calvei can be raised 
and at less cost than by the methods 
formerly considered good. 

Basentlally, the new (ee<llng plan con- 
sists of calf meal which haa been 
pressed Into cubes or .checkers and 
fed with grain, hay. and water, but 
no milk after the fourth week. . All 
that la required la a few mlnutea a 
day once a day to put the calf check- 
era into the troughs and mix the new 
feed with what Is left In tha feeder. 
The cnlvea feed themulVea at will. 
The plan la almoit aa easy at letting 
tbem ron with their dams. 

By this meana,' tha heatlns of watar 



or mllU. the mixing of gruels, the ef« 
fort to keep the temperatures uniform, 
the feciling from buckets twice a day, 
and the wuBlitng of dirty buckets are 
all avoided. Also, fussing with loose 
calf fci'd whirl! may t>ccoma; soggy 
and sour, and cause indigestion and 
scoura unless very Carefully handled 
Is avoided. 

To teach the Imby cnlf to eat thla 
dry feed, it la only necessary to put 
It with older calves alreatly eating, the 
Kxpcrbnent Knrtu report adds. If 
there are no older calves, a few calf 
checkcra ahould he crushed and held 
In the c-uira mouth for n few minutes, 
or a few checkers can be thrown In 
the bucket after each cnlf finishes Ita 
milk until they get used to It At the 
same time keep checkers In a trough 
before the calves. They will nibble at 
the cbeckera out of curiosity. Before 
they rcallu It tbcy wUI ba fully accua- 
toroed to the new method of feedlnsil 
and In falna andgeneral appearancsl 
will soon . aurpaia their bucket-fail] 
brothera and alitera. :
